All planes are required by regulation to advise 
CAA (Civil Aeronautics Authority) of their altitude and speed 
prior to penetration of ADIZ. On doing so, if their reported 
speed and altitude is less than the figures quoted above, they 
are not tracked by radar assigned to ADIZ. 


There are quite a number of instances when smugglers 
fail to report. These planes generally fly below 1,500 beet

Theoretically, planes flying over 1,500 feet and 
travelling over 150 knots per hour will be intercepted by 
United States Air Force fighters.

JANSEN, ‘following this meeting, ordered a stricter 
enforcement policy against all traffic law violators 
emphasizing that additional citations were not being ordered 
merely to show increased activity on the part of police 
officers, JANSEN called for maximum enforcement in the 
hazardous categories, speeding, failure to yield right-of- 
way, following other drivers too closely and drunken driving. 


| San Diego "Union" dated April 3, 1959, carried 
news ltem reporting that the San Diego Police Department 
cited 105 motorists in San Diego for speeding on April 1, 
1959, an increase of 33 per cent over the number of 
traffic tickets written the day before, 


Chief JANSEN as well as other local law enforcement 
heads agreed that some pressure should be exerted on local 
judges who are too lenient in traffic cases brought before 
them and that the state law should be changed in accordance 
with the theme "Safe Speed under the Circumstances", allowing 
officers to cite motorists who are obviously not observing 
reasonable safety precautions even though they are driving 
within the statutory speed limits,

"The San Diego Union" dated March 31, 1959, contains news 
item datelined Sacramento, March 30, 19594 entitled "Assembly 
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Gets Bill To Better Police Methods". This item reports 
that a bill receiving the blessing of California Attorney 
General STANLEY MOSK, which was introduced by Assemblyman 
GEORGE G, CRAWFORD (R-San Diego), is aimed at raising law 
enforcement svencanes throughout the iaia a The news item

"The act would set up a nine-man commission in the 
Justice Department to establish suggested minimum standards 
for police recruitment and training. 


"The commission would decide which cities or 
counties fell below those standards and allocate cash to 
help bring their enforcement bodies up to standard, 


"The money would come from.a ten per cent tax on 
all criminal fines except those for drunken driving, Drunken 
driving fines are already taxed to support driver training. 


"l'Phe mommission would have no power to enforce 
standards on anyone,! CRAWFORD said, 'but it would be able 
to help those cities and counties which can't afford it 
now to improve their police forces, There would be no 
allocations to those cities or counties which refuse to 
come up to scratch.!" 


Imperial County 


Imperial County is a sparsely populated, principally 
desert area. The largest city being the city of El Centro, 
California, with a population of approximately 15,000, 

Sheriff HERBERT HUGHES (NA) is the principal law enforcement 
officer in Imperial County. He and the other chiefs of 

the law enforcement offices, conduct their operations on 

an efficient basis. The San Diego Office has conducted 
numerous police schools for these departments. Cooperation 
with the FBI is on a high level. | 


During December, 1958, Police Sergeant CARL L, 
entification Section 
Chief, was arrested on charges of embe39lÉnBublic funds. 
MORRISON, according to Police Chief WYATT WANEIGS, furnished 
a sworn statement admitting embezzlements of over $2,000.00 
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in traffic fines which consisted principally of bail money 
posted for the prior four years with the Police Department. 
All embezzlements involved traffic arrest warrants from 
other police agencies. 


Chief. BRIGGS described MORRISON! s modus operandi 
as follows: 


"When bail money was posted here on out-of-town 
warrants, MORRISON simply would keep it. He also would keep 
the warrant, Other police departments, many with thousands 
of traffic warrants out and unpaid, usually would assume 
the warrant was still to be served, If a department questioned 
the non-return of a warrant, MORRISON paid it, This way, 
he apparently averted suspicion for four years,".

ordinance establishing a Police Candidate Program in San pro 
Diego. This program has been recommended by the Chief 
of Police, the City Manager, and the City Civil Service 
Commission as an aid in recruiting promising high school 
graduates for police careers, Under this program high 
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school graduates eighteen and nineteen years of age will 

be employed in junior clerical work until they reach 

the age of twenty-one. Salaries in such clerical work 

will range from $244,00 to $296.00 for a forty-hour week, 
Special police training will be given these candidates 

before or after working hours, Candidates will wear 

police uniforms but will not be granted any police authority. 
They will replace clerks by attrition as vacancies occur 

in the junior-clerk classification, 


This plan will permit the employment of promising 
high school graduates prior to reaching the age of twenty-one 
and before they are lost to other types of employment. It 
will also give the Police Department the opportunity of 
observing the possible police candidates before they are 
actually appointed fullfledged police patrolmen, The 
candidates would learn police procedures by observation 
and will be analyzed relative to their suitability for 
Dose careers, 


During the past few years Southern California 
police agencies have had difficulty in obtaining suitable 
police officer candidates and have recruited patrolmen 
from as far away as Chicago. These recruitment programs 
outside of Southern California have proven very unsatisfactory. 
Police supervisors are of the opinion that the suggested 
Police Candidate Program will greatly E the caliber 
of police candidates, 


On March 25, soa 
san Diego Police Department sex Crime all, 


advised that during the past year, in an effort to combat pyc 
the increased homosexual offenses in San Diego, a new 
program has been utilized. Records reflected that the 
most aggravated spot for sex perverts was Balboa Park. 


Since February, 1958, intermittently, a young 
patrol officer has been assigned for short periods of time 
to frequent Balboa Park in plain clothes, This officer 
is selected for his appearance and cordiality. He is 
instructed to maintain a friendly attitude and to greet 
everyone he meets while strolling through the ris with a 
nod and a smile, 
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| When a suspect (male) exhibits a friendly attitude 
toward the officer, the officer strolls toward a secluded 
area in the park, -If the suspect follows, the officer 


leads him into a conversation concerning the trees, the 


weather, etc. If the suspect indicates an apparent interest 

in the officer the officer quotes some given phrase, such 

as "What do you like?" It has been found that the suspect, 
if a homosexual, generally interprets this phrase as a 

"come on" as to the type 6f sex deviation he is interested 

in, The Suspeet is then arrested 1f he makes an overt 

act toward or on the officer. 


If the officer testifies in court, for instance, 
1f the suspect pleads not guilty, the officer testifies 
that in using the phrase "What do you like?" he was 
referring to a sport, such as tennis, golf, lawn bowling, 
etc. 


Since the inception of this procedure approximately 
100 arrests have been made, The suspect is generally charged 
with either vagrancy ~ lewd and dissolute, indecent exposure, 
and/or loitering, All classes of persons have been arrested, 
including school teachers, ministers, beauty operatàrs, 
alreraft employees, sales clerks, the credit manager of a 
large store, a rancher, laborers, a poli.ce sergeant, El 
Cajon Police Department, and recently a U. S, Internal 
Revenue Agent.

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However, cooperation between the San Diego 
Office and Mexican law enforcement officials on a state, 
city, and local level has been excellent and effective 
within the limitations mentioned above dindaa investi- 
gations in vice matters. | 


San Diego sources, including Mexican police 
officers, have frequently advised that the pay of police 
officers is so low, averaging about $60,00 per menth, that 
in order to feed their families they must, of necessity, 
enhance their salaries by making collections from houses.

He claimed to have been stabbed in the back while sleeping 
one night and to have been slashed at various times on both 
arms and on the side. He said he received no medical 
attention, When his parents sent him money, he claimed it 
was immediately "requisitioned" by other prisoners, He was 
afraid to even take his clothes off for the weekly cold 
shower he was permitted for fear they would be stolen.

Prostitutes, according to PETERSON, lined up to 
get in on visitors day, charging from 50 cents en up and 
splitting their take with the guards, PETERSON allegedly 
witnessed two murders in prison and watched two other men 
die from narcotics, | E 


Those with money and the power to protect it could 
have filet migon, but otherwise, according to PAUL COATES, 
Los Angeles columinist for the "Los Angeles Mirror News", 
the description of the menu was deplorable. PETERSON 
claimed to have slept on the conerete floor throughout 
his entire confinement, Once he was sentenced by prisoners, 
not authorities, to solitary and spent seven days in a pitch 
black hole where the floor was caked with excrement. 


The San Diego Office has received numerous reports 
that the La Mesa Prison is run almost entirely by the 
prisoners themselves who metesout séatences to inmates and 
favors to others. Narcotics, prostitutes, and other forms 
of vice are available in the prison. Weapons are available 
to the inmates in charge. | 


For about the past year the warden of said 
prison has been Captain ERNESTU REYES MONTENEGRO, a close 
friend of Governor BRAULIO MALDONADO, Baja California. 
REYES MONTENEGRO has served as Chief of Police in Ensenada 
and Tijuana, Mexico, and also as Chief of the Judicial 
Police in the State of Baja California, under MALDONADO. 
During his tenures in such capacities, numerous reliable 
reports have been received concerning pay-offs and the 
operation of houses of prostitution, the availability of 
narcotics, and other forms of vice, principally operating

As was stated before, prostitution is legal in 
Mexico; however, pandering is illegal, It is interesting 
to note that under the law, if an individual accosta a cab 
driver and asks to be taken to a house of prostitution, 
the cab driver cannot be held liable as a panderer. On 
the other hand, if the cab driver suggests to an individual 
that he can take him to a house of prostitution, if the 
evidence can be obtained, the cab driver can be prosecuted 
for pandering, Likewise, houses which operate as hotels 
receiving rent each time that the hotel rooms are used 
cannot be held liable for operating a bawdy house. On the

According to this news item, the (33 juveniles 
made unjustified attacks on the night of April 17, 1959, 
on several individuals attending a beach. party in the 
North La Jolla Shores area of San Diego. One of the victims 
is reportedly in serious condition with a skull fracture, 
allegedly incurred when he was kicked in the head while 
down by à gang member and thereafter thrown from a cliff 
to the beach in the Ia Jolla area of San Diego. 


Two of the gang members, one 18 years of age and 
one 19 years, pleaded guilty in San Diego Municipal Court 
on April 20, 1959, to assault charges and were sentenced on 
the dame date to 180 days in jail. The other 11 gang members 
of 16 and 17 years of age are being held in juvenile hall 
for action by juvenile authorities, The gang members were 
allegedly "drinking beer heavily" prior to the unjustified 
attack on six victims who were enroute home: from the beach 
party. 


"San Diego Union" dated July 13, 1959, contains 
news item concerning an off-duty San Diego Police Patrolman 
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who was attacked and injured by a gang of young men on the 
beach near the Mission Beach Amusement Center on July 12, 
1959, The Patrolman, his wife, and another couple were on 
the beach, Returning from a rest room the women were 
accosted by two youths about eighteen, who whistled and tried 
to start a conversation. The Patrolmen told the youths 
that one of the women was his wife and the youths quarreled 
and left. The Patrolman said the two youths returned with

Narcotics violations continue as a major law 
enforcement problem in the San Diego area in view of its 
close proximity to the Mexican border, and there are 
continuous and frequent arrests in San Diego for narcotics 
violations, Local, Federal and State enforcement officers 
employed along the Mexican Border all advise that narcotics 
can be purchased freely from cab drivers, street vendors 
and some business establishments in Tijuana. — 


The San Diego Office, through informants, 
receives considerable information on narcotics violations,

Stores. selling obscene matter in Tijuana have 
been closed down for short periods during the past six months, 
but are currently operating as usual. Various sources have 


. advised that following payments to certain Mexican officials,

ORGANIZED RACKETEERING 


Recent issues of San Diego newspapers have 
published accounts of comments and findings by the 
Senate Rackets Committee alleging, "a syndicate of hoodlums 
and racketeers has tightened its grip on the American 
economy" as published in an article appearing in the 
"San Diego Union" dated 3/29/60, datelined Washington, 
March 28, 1960, 


Concerning these allegations, Chief of Police 
A. E. JANSEN, San Diego Police Department, is quoted 
in item appearing on front page of the "San Diego Union" 
dated 3/30/60, captioned, "Rackets Held Shy of City". 
In this article, Chief JANSEN said, "Tree is no organized 
racketeering in San Diego and crime syndicates, for a 
number of reasons, would meet united resistance d they . 
tried to establish a grip on the city, i | 


"JANSEN cited the following reasons why hoodlüms 
and racketeers shy away from San Diego: Le 


"1, San Diego's reputation as a clean city. 
A city is known to syndicate members by reputation.  It'j 
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either wide open with vice flourishing, or a city where 
suspected hoodlums and racketeers and other undesirable 


. persons are not welcome. He said those who do come here, 


singly or in few numbers, take a calculated risk, They 
find their 'talents' not appreciated, | 


"2, Citizens! cooperation with police. San Diego 
merchants know they can appeal to police and action will 
be taken when they feel they may be in danger of shakedowns 
by racketeers. | 


"3. Local labor unions are clean. These unions 
welcome police advice and suggestions and will clean their 


own organizations of undesirable persons, 


"JANSEN said in the last year complaints were made 
by members of the jukebox industry that an attempt was 
being made to 'muscle in' by a racket-type operation. 
JANSEN assigned a team of detectives to investigate. He 
revealed the complaints police were investigating to the 
newspapers, which informed the public, 


"tas a result we accomplished a definite purpose, 
beneficial to the entire local jukebox industry,' JANSEN said. 
Insufficient evidence was found by police for prosecution. 


"Recently two managers of dry cleaning plants 
reported to police they received telephone threats to pay 


money or be bombed, JANSEN said the investigation indicated 


both were pranks."
